port at the meeting, Tha Cubans never see it Sgain and do not 
iknow what becomes of it. wi course, it ts quite posalble the 
Czechs may turn the passports cover to the zoviets, bet the CGI 
at the cperational level hss so cnowledze of what happens to 
passports when they have been picced up in Prague. since the 
arranzyenieat depends erfireiy on the agent, it hus some loopholes; 
in sOme instances agents have nit followed their iastructlons, have 
not telephoned the aumber in Prague, and have gone on their 
further travels still in possession of the Cubana’ passport issued them 
in alias to set to Prague. i such cases there is nothing the case
